Importance of 
Proposed Labor 
Bill Probed 


Washington, April 15 — (/P)— This 
is written'to point out the import- 
ance of the labor bill which the 
House starts to debate today. 


It is the most far-reaching bill— 


in the sense of the restrictions it 
would place on unions—even con- 
sidered by Congress. 
'It would make profound changes 
h the Wagner act, the law cover- 
ng ; relations between employers, 
workers and unions. 


The House expects to vole 
on 


his bill Friday. Later the Senate 
will vote on its own bill. 


Both Houses then will agree on 


i compromise bill which President 
Truman may veto. Congress may 
jass it into law over his veto. 


This House bill was designed by 
he House Labor Committee where 
.ho Republican members, in a ma- 
ority, and several Democrats ap- 
proved it. 


But six Democrats on the com- 


mittee not only voted against let- 
;ing this bill out but denounced it 
as dangerous and damaging. 


The bill is 68 pages long. 
With 


.his bill the majority on the com- 
mittee produced a 03-page explana- 
.ion of what it means. 


The committee minority in turn 


wrote a 49-page explanation, which 
was a criticism and denunciation. 
Since only a handful 
of House 


members are on the committee, 
the full House, when it votes, will 
have to depend upon the committee 
members for a lot oil guidance on 
what each section of the bill means. 


There are so many things in this 


bill that.:'if it becomes law, it pro- 
b_abl_y will be years before the lull 
significance* of all its details "can 
be known. And lor this reason: 


The National Labar 
Relations 


Board, which administers the pre- 
s,ent Wagner, act. is still interpret- 
ing its meaning although the act 
.was passed 12.'.years ago. 


A new board will be set up to in- 


terpret the new act, if the House 
bill becomes law. So it undoubted- 
ly would ,have to go through the 
same process of interpretation. 
In order to understand the bill 
and have some surness of what he 
was going to write, this writer :cirst 
took the bill to one of the chief at- 
torneys of the CIO. 


After three painful hours ~f ex- 


amination—which still was 
only 


pretty sketchy—the writer and the 
attorney had covered only 27 of 
the 68 pages in the bill. 
The CIO attorney gave his own 


interpretation of what he t.houeh 
this word or that section of the bill 
meant. 


Then, to get the other side, the 


writer conferred with one of the 
most important Republican mem- 
bers of the labor committee, one 
of the men who helped put the bill 
together. 


On 
some 
points he 
said 
he 


thought the CIO attorney had given 
the right interpretation, but 
on 


other points the committee mem- 
ber said he wasn't 
sure 
of 
the 


answer. 


So here, before the bill reached 


the floor lor debate, 
sources 
of 


argument and varying interpreta- 
tion had arisen. 


This writer had 'hoped to be able 


to explain in detail what the bill is 
supposed to do. 
' 


±sut it would do so much, and the 
bul is so complex, that not one and 
probably not three or more stories 
could tell it in unmistakable langu- 
age, even if both sides agreed on 
what each provision means. 
The committee members 
them- 


selves take extreme views of what 
it would do. The majority of the 
committee said in part in its ex- 
planation: 


"The 
committee believes 
'hat 


the enactment of the bill will have 
the effect of bringing widespread 
industrial strife to an end." 


Bat the minority members, after 


voting against the bill, said in their 
explanation that the bill's propos- 
als are: 


"Deliberately designed to wreck 


the living standards of Uie Amcri-

"They call it a holiday," he said, 


"but it isn't, is it." I agreed that 
it certainly was not. Everywhere 
we "o thp'-e's a celebration.

ward happens. Our dispatches are 
filed from a radio transmitter ' on 
the train.

Even the pilot train is a Deluxe' 


model. We don't have private baths 
and bedrooms like the royal family, 
of course, but there are radios, 
clephones, attendants to press your 
cltohes—and a shower has been in- 
stalled in each car.

There's a postoffice aboard 
the 


train and most of us have been de- 
luged 
with request from stamp 
collectors. They all want the South 
African 
stamps 
commemorating 


the royal visit on envelops which 
have been postmarked aboard the 
royal train. 


Princess Elizabeth received 
so 


many request that African news- 
papers were obliged to inform their 
readers she had no secretary and 
couldn't possibly answer all 
the 
letters. 


Then she was deluged with letters 
from people offering to become her 
secretary at no salary. Sometimes 
she gets as many as 100 offers a 
day. 


I don't know whether Princess 


Elizabeth is in love or not, but she 
seems a little melancholy 'at times 
—as though she misses someone 
she likes to be with. 


Our train usually leaves a 
half 


hour before the royal train.' 
That 


give us the alternative, of leaving 
before the royal family and hoping 
that nothing happens, or staying 
until they leave, and then driving 
lickety-split over rough roads 
to 
board the pilot train at the next 
watering stop. All the royal cars 
are driven from city to city—an,d 
they haven't been late yet. Special 
motorcycle escorts and extra po- 
licemen also travel by road. 


Everywhere the king

there is a red carpet stretching 
from the nlatform to the royal auto- 
mobile. The government bought 1,- 
ouu ieet of rea carpet and cut it into 
14 pieces of varying lengths. These 
strips are rushed 
around

way was narrower than the carpet; 
so a block of stone was cut out at 
the bottom of the door — on both 
sides—then the carpet was

Mr. Truman's Transformation 
It is hard to believe that the Har 


a-y S. Truman of the Jefferson Da-y 
speech is the same Harry S. Tru- 
man who, as a loyal party man, al- 
lowed himself to be silenced 
and 
ignored in last fall's political cam- 
paigns. But the results of the elec- 
tions probably explain the change 
that has come over the President. 
.Party strategists attempted to re 


elect a Democratic Congress 
by 


side-tracking Mr. Truman, 
whose 
popularity had slumped 
at the 
time, and broadcasting recordings 
of the late President 
Roosevelt's 


voice. The strategy was not suc- 
cessful. And with its failure, Mr. 
Truman ceased trying to be the 
voice of Mr. Roosevelt. 
The change has never been more 
apparent than in the Jefferson Day 
Dinner address in Washington. It 
was the speech of a man who is 
standing on his own feet and filling 
the office of President in his own 
right. Mr. Truman laid his policies 
and programs on the line without 
diffidence or apology. 
He cannily refrained from lam- 
basting the Republican Congress di- 
rectly. For he must work with the 
Republicans in advancing along the 
course which he has charted. 
In 


fact, one of his strongest 
criti- 


'• -cisms might have'applied more re- 


adily to his own party's left wing

Importance of 
Proposed Labor 
Bill Probed 


Washington, April 15 — (/P)— This 
is written'to point out the import- 
ance of the labor bill which the 
House starts to debate today. 


It is the most far-reaching bill— 


in the sense of the restrictions it 
would place on unions—even con- 
sidered by Congress. 
'It would make profound changes 
h the Wagner act, the law cover- 
ng ; relations between employers, 
workers and unions. 


The House expects to vole 
on 


his bill Friday. Later the Senate 
will vote on its own bill. 


Both Houses then will agree on 


i compromise bill which President 
Truman may veto. Congress may 
jass it into law over his veto. 


This House bill was designed by 
he House Labor Committee where 
.ho Republican members, in a ma- 
ority, and several Democrats ap- 
proved it. 


But six Democrats on the com- 


mittee not only voted against let- 
;ing this bill out but denounced it 
as dangerous and damaging. 


The bill is 68 pages long. 
With 


.his bill the majority on the com- 
mittee produced a 03-page explana- 
.ion of what it means. 


The committee minority in turn 


wrote a 49-page explanation, which 
was a criticism and denunciation. 
Since only a handful 
of House 


members are on the committee, 
the full House, when it votes, will 
have to depend upon the committee 
members for a lot oil guidance on 
what each section of the bill means. 


There are so many things in this 


bill that.:'if it becomes law, it pro- 
b_abl_y will be years before the lull 
significance* of all its details "can 
be known. And lor this reason: 


The National Labar 
Relations 


Board, which administers the pre- 
s,ent Wagner, act. is still interpret- 
ing its meaning although the act 
.was passed 12.'.years ago. 


A new board will be set up to in- 


terpret the new act, if the House 
bill becomes law. So it undoubted- 
ly would ,have to go through the 
same process of interpretation. 
In order to understand the bill 
and have some surness of what he 
was going to write, this writer :cirst 
took the bill to one of the chief at- 
torneys of the CIO. 


After three painful hours ~f ex- 


amination—which still was 
only 


pretty sketchy—the writer and the 
attorney had covered only 27 of 
the 68 pages in the bill. 
The CIO attorney gave his own 


interpretation of what he t.houeh 
this word or that section of the bill 
meant. 


Then, to get the other side, the 


writer conferred with one of the 
most important Republican mem- 
bers of the labor committee, one 
of the men who helped put the bill 
together. 


On 
some 
points he 
said 
he 


thought the CIO attorney had given 
the right interpretation, but 
on 


other points the committee mem- 
ber said he wasn't 
sure 
of 
the 


answer. 


So here, before the bill reached 


the floor lor debate, 
sources 
of 


argument and varying interpreta- 
tion had arisen. 


This writer had 'hoped to be able 


to explain in detail what the bill is 
supposed to do.

±sut it would do so much, and the 
bul is so complex, that not one and 
probably not three or more stories 
could tell it in unmistakable langu- 
age, even if both sides agreed on 
what each provision means. 
The committee members 
them- 


selves take extreme views of what 
it would do. The majority of the 
committee said in part in its ex- 
planation:

Mr. Truman's Transformation 
It is hard to believe that the Har 


a-y S. Truman of the Jefferson Da-y 
speech is the same Harry S. Tru- 
man who, as a loyal party man, al- 
lowed himself to be silenced 
and 
ignored in last fall's political cam- 
paigns. But the results of the elec- 
tions probably explain the change 
that has come over the President. 
.Party strategists attempted to re 


elect a Democratic Congress 
by 


side-tracking Mr. Truman, 
whose 
popularity had slumped 
at the 
time, and broadcasting recordings 
of the late President 
Roosevelt's 


voice. The strategy was not suc- 
cessful. And with its failure, Mr.

filled before extensive damage oc- 
turs, few of these teeth will be lost 
in later life. 


Dr. F. Denton white, director 


of oral hygiene, Minneapolis Pub- 
lic Schools, in a four-year survey 
of high school students found that 
taking care of their teeth in grade 
school had resulted in only eight 
per cent loss of first permanent mo- 
lars. 


By comparison, examination of a 
group of high school students in an- 
other city revealed that 38 per cent 
had lost at least one of their per-

Dr. F. Denton white, director 


of oral hygiene, Minneapolis Pub- 
lic Schools, in a four-year survey 
of high school students found that 
taking care of their teeth in grade 
school had resulted in only eight 
per cent loss of first permanent mo- 
lars. 


By comparison, examination of a 
group of high school students in an- 
other city revealed that 38 per cent 
had lost at least one of their per-

go back into the world again. 


There she has met a fine man 
who offers her the love she craves, 
companionship, financial security 
and his help in rearing her child. 
All would be well except thai this 
girlwidow's 
father-in-law 
and 
mother - in - law art? shocked and 
horrified at the thought of her re- 
marrying. They feel that it is a 
desecration of their son's memory, 
and that she should spend the bal- 
ance of her life weeping with them 
over his grave. And as she loves 
the old people very dearly and ha- 
tes to add one iota to their grief, 
she does not know what to do, and 
if loyalty to the unknowing dead 
requires the sacrifice of the living.

If cavities in children's teeth are 


filled before extensive damage oc- 
turs, few of these teeth will be lost 
in later life. 


Dr. F. Denton white, director 


of oral hygiene, Minneapolis Pub- 
lic Schools, in a four-year survey 
of high school students found that 
taking care of their teeth in grade 
school had resulted in only eight 
per cent loss of first permanent mo- 
lars. 


By comparison, examination of a 
group of high school students in an- 
other city revealed that 38 per cent 
had lost at least one of their per-

in later life. 


Dr. F. Denton white, director 


of oral hygiene, Minneapolis Pub- 
lic Schools, in a four-year survey 
of high school students found that 
taking care of their teeth in grade 
school had resulted in only eight 
per cent loss of first permanent mo- 
lars. 


By comparison, examination of a 
group of high school students in an- 
other city revealed that 38 per cent 
had lost at least one of their per-

nowhere, taking no part in social 
affairs: but now that time has mer- 
cifully laid its healing hand upon 
her hurl heart, she has begun to 
go back into the world again. 


There she has met a fine man 
who offers her the love she craves, 
companionship, financial security 
and his help in rearing her child. 
All would be well except thai this 
girlwidow's 
father-in-law 
and 
mother - in - law art? shocked and 
horrified at the thought of her re- 
marrying. They feel that it is a 
desecration of their son's memory, 
and that she should spend the bal- 
ance of her life weeping with them 
over his grave. And as she loves 
the old people very dearly and ha- 
tes to add one iota to their grief, 
she does not know what to do, and 
if loyalty to the unknowing dead 
requires the sacrifice of the living.

Truman Seeks 
Proposed Curb 
on Arms Sale

Washington, April 16 — ' (/P) — 


President Truman wants this gov- 
ernment to be able to decide what 
nation can or can't buy arms here. 


Which means: We can help arm 


a nation we consider a friend and 
keep our arms away irom one we 
consider an enemy. 


Mr. Truman has asked Congress 
to give the government that power 
by law. This request has quite a 
history behind it and probably a 
big iuluro. 


il is another example 
of how 


deeply we have stepped into world 
affairs and how far we have moved 
from our pre-war isolation. 


After World War I this country, 


staying out of the League of Na- 
tions, wcnl isolationist. It 
stayed 
thai wav up lo World War II. 


The idea was: Let's not do any- 


thing thai will gel us into another 
war. 


This idea had big help in 
Iho 


1930's from a Senate committee— 
headed by Senator Nyc, North Da- 
kota Republican — which investi- 
gated munitions. 


The committee helped convince 
the country that the

arms- 


makers had a large share in get- 
ling us into World War I. 
The 
argument was: 


By huge loans and sales of goods 


and arms to the Allies in World 
War 1 we had an interest in seeing 
them whip Germany and iinally 
pitched in ourselves lo bail them 
out. 


The Nye committee insisted we 
needed Jaws to prevent 
anything 


like that from happening • again. 
So Congress passed the neutrality 
act in 1935. 


What it meanl -was: When war 


broke out, Ihe president would ban 
arms shipments to both sirios. 


President Roosevelt did this in 


1935 when' Mussolini's Fascist Italy 
attacked and conquered Ethiopia, 
slaughtering those primitive peo- 
ple. 


But the act didn't say anything 


about banning arms shipments 1:0 
both sides in a civil war. Civil war 
broke out in Spain 1936. 


Franco's Fascists attacked, and 


finally conquered, the 
legitimate, 


loyalist government of Spain. 


President Roosevelt in 1937 asked 


Congress to fix the neutrality act 
so it would cover civil wars, too. 
Congress did.
